The office of the State Super- 
intendent of Buildings is probably 
the busiest office in the Com- 
monmwealth, especially, when the 
House and Senate are in session. 
The superintendent is in charge 
of the repair, maintanance and se- 
curity of both the state house and 
the Ford building which is con- 
sidered to be an annex to the 
State House. 


The Ford building was pur- 
chased by the State in 1941 for 
$155,000 and has paid for itself 
in rental savings. The building 
could not be replaced for less than 
a million dollars. 


While the repair, maintenance 
and security of these two build- 
ings is the most obvious duty of 
the state superintendent of build- 
ings at the present time, his most 
important job is the rental of of- 
fices outside the state house for 
departments which have expanded 
beyond the facilities of the state 
house, or the Ford building. 

It is interesting to note that for 
Offices outside the state house 
throughout the commonwealth, 
the rentals total in the neighbor- 
hood of a million dollars a year 
and $500,000 of this is represen- 
ted by the rental of offices in Bos- 
ton itself. 

To maintain and repair the 
state house, there are approxi- 
mately 200 employees. It is a most 
difficult task to keep the state 
house clean because of the enor- 
mous amount of marble floors, walls, 
and steps in the Bulfinch front and 
in the wings, There are, in addition, 
hundreds of rooms and literally 
miles of corridors. 

To maintain security and order 
in the State House, there is a 
capitol police force of 31 officers. 
These men have been trained not 
only as policemen, but as good- 
will ambassadors. These are the 
men who are put in charge of 
groups of visitors who come by 
the thousands to visit the state 
house, and who, of course, must 
and do make a vivid impression 
on those visitors, especially high 
school children. Incidentally, they 
are extremely competent in both 
lines of endeavor. ‘ 

A pistol range, for example, has 
been built in the basement of the 
state house and a team of capitol 
police officers won the Class 8 
Championship in the New England 
Revolver League Shoot, recently.

Vacation Business 
Reports Decrease 


Boston, Mass., June 29—Reports 
from New England vacation lodging 
places as of June 1 show a slight 
decrease in advance reservations 
for July and August, the Federal 
Reserve Bank said today. 

Reservations on hand June 1 were 
one per cent fewer for July and 
three per cent fewer for August 
‘when compared with the number 
received by June 1, 1948. Hotels re- 
ported that their reservations were 
off by one per cent for July and two 
per cent for August, while tourist 
lodging places stated their advance 
reservations were off one per cent 
for July and five per cent for Au- 
gust. Earlier reports had shown a 
six per cent increase in the tourist 
lodging place category for July and 
ae ante August (figures compiled May 1), 
but this early season spurt failed 
to continue. However, the propor- 
tion of space in tourist lodging 
places reserved in advance is small, 
the Bank said. 

Meanwhile, business for the 
month of May was reported as bet- 
ter than last year with gross re- 
ceipts up three per cent and the 
humber of guests seven per cent 
greater.

Still Time To 
Plant A Garden 


There is still time to wield the 
spading fork and plant a garden. 
The late gardener is like the tor- 
toise in the race between the hare 
and the tortoise—the slow but con- 
scientious starter may be the one 
who wins. 


Leaf lettuce should be planted no 
earlier than July 20 for a fall crop 
and can be planted as late as Au- 
gust 20. Head lettuce seed may be 
sown July 20. 


Snap beans will take 45 to 60 
days to mautrity. Thus, they can be 
sown as late as July 20. Lima beans 
take longer and you would be taking 
a chance if they were sewn this 
week. 

Carrots may be sown July 1 and 
beets July 20 for a good fall storage 
crop. 

Cucumbers can be sown July 4th 
weekend and be ready in Septem- 
ber. 

Spinach can be sown July 20 for 
a fall crop. 

Tomato plants can be set now, 
but the yield may not be as great 
as those set earlier. Some who take 
vacations in August would benefit 
from this procedure. 

Cabbage, broccoli, cauliflower 
seed can be sown July 1, or better 
still, set plants. :

For Local Business Places 


Some 14 business establishments 
in Andover may be subject to a $2 
Sunday entertainment tax, it was 
announced this week by Selectman 
Roy B®. Hardy. 

He said that the state department 
of public safety had directed atten- 
tion to Chapter 186, Section 4, of 
the General Laws, which provides 
that any entertainment held on the 
Lord’s day, including musical en- 
tertainment provided by mechanical 
or electrical means, whether or not 
admission is to be obtained upon 
payment of money or other valuable 
consideration, shall be licensed. The 
license must then be submitted to 
the commissioner of public safety, 
together with a fee of $2 for each 
Sunday, for his approval. 


In accordance with an opinion 
rendered by the attorney general's 
department, all television sets and 
other forms of entertainment pro- 
vided by electrical or mechanical 
devices requires such entertain- 
ments to be licensed and approved 
by the commissioner of public 
safety.” 


Police Chief George A, Dane sub- 
mitted a list of 14 establishments 
in Andover, which were believed to 
come under this ruling, to Sélect- 
man Hardy. 

It was the opinion of Selectman 
Hardy that many of the places of 
business will cease operating their 
television sets and mechanical 
music boxes on Sunday rather than 
pay the $2 license fee.

the clogged parking areas on a 
hot June morning. Their handling 
of these requests has been a model 
of courteousness and efficiency. 

The state superintendent of 
buildings is genial ‘‘Gus’’ Ever- 
berg, of Woburn, a man of great 
diplomacy. He served in the 
“House” for 10 years, from 1923 
to 1926 and from 1935 to 1940, 
and has held the office of super- 
intendent since 1939, there hav- 
ing been no legislative session in 
1940. Like most of the appointive 
officers, he is appointed by the 
governor and approved by the 
council for a term of 3 years. 

One of the most recent eviden- 
ces of the ‘work of the superin- 
tendent was the regilding of the 
dome in 1947. We were privi- 
leged recently to make a trip to 
the top of the dome, in the com- 
pany of an officer of the capitol 
police force and trudged up ap- 
proximately 165 wooden steps to 
probably the most gorgeouse view 
of Boston there can be. 

The dome itself is covered with 
copper sheeting which was placed 
there in 1888. In 1940 an approp- 
riation was made to regild the 
dome but the war intervened, and, 
as a matter of fact, it was blacked 
out at the suggestion of military 
authorities. In 1947, at a cost of 
$12,840, it was regilded. It is in- 
teresting to find that in 1911, the 
cost was $3580, and in 1924, 
$7760. It is also interesting that 
the gold leaf covering the dome 
is only one two-hundredths of an 
inch thick and is 23 1-2 carat gold 
(practically pure. ) Therefore 
when one speaks of the golden 
dome, he really means it.

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Andover Played Role In 
The War For Independence 


On Monday, July 4th, the world 
of free men will celebrate that 
sacred occasion when Americans 
disputed the power of Great Britain 
to rule this land in the year 1776. 

The Revolutionary war had its 
beginnings at the very doorstep of 
Andover, with the outrages in Bos: 
ton climaxed by the actual outbreak 
of war at Lexington and Concord. 


As early as October, 1765, ten An- 
dover men were instructed to draw 
up plans for the representative of 
this town at the great and general 
court of this province: 

Andover pele assembled in 
town meeting February 3, 1774, and 
resolved that: “no person in this 
town, who has heretofore been con- 
cerned in vending tea, or any other 
person, may, or on any pretense 
whatever, either sell himself, or in 
Any way be accessory to selling any 
tea of foreign importation, while it 
remains burdened with a duty, un- 
ler penalty of incurring the town’s 
displeasure. 

In February, 1775, the town voted 
‘o “furnish the enlisted soldiers 
with bayonets at the expense of the 
town.” 

April, 1775, when the British be- 
gan the march to Concord, in An- 
dover, as in the other towns “the 
meeting house bells rang out their 
warning and the heavy beat of the 
alarm drums summoned the farmer 
at his plow, the mechanic in his 
shop, and the minister in his study; 
and all leaving their teams, their 
tools, their books, without even 
stopping to change their clothes, 
hurried to the places of rendezvous 
with muskets and powder horn in 
hand.
